“But  to  do  good  and  to  communicate  forget  not;  for  zi nth 
such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased 

The  Church  is  supported  wholly  by  the  free-will  offerings 
of  the  congregation.  Christians  are  taught  to  acknowledge 
themselves  as  the  stewards  of  the  Lord.  It  is  their  duty, 
it  is  their  privilege,  to  worship  God  with  their  substance, 
to  bring  an  offering  unto  the  Lord  and  gifts  into  His 
.sanctuary.  Giving  is  acceptable  to  the  King,  not  because 
he  needs  anything,  for  the  silver  and  the  gold  are  His,  and 
the  cattle  upon  a thousand  hills ; but  the  Lord  loveth  a 
cheerful  giver.  Cheerful  giving  indicates  a willing  mind, 
a thankful  heart,  and  a desire  to  please  the  Master. 

No  sum , therefore  is  too  srhall  to  give.  We  could  not 
spare  the  widow’s  mites,  and  their  great  and  lasting  lesson. 
And  small  sums  amount  to  much  if  given  regularly  and 
with  perseverance.  The  habit  of  giving , regularity  and  per- 
severance, these  virtues  may  be  cultivated  by  a very  small 
weekly  expenditure.

C.  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL. 

Organised  before  April  3,  1870. 

The  school  meets  throughout  the  year  at  10  A.  M.  on 
Sunday.  It  is  the  great  arm  of  the  Church.  Children 
and  grown  people,  Christians  and  unbelievers  are  wel- 
come. There  is  a special  place  for  everyone.  The  school 
is  organized  into : A.  Cradle  Roll  for  the  infants ; B.  Pri- 
mary Class  for  the  little  men  and  little  women ; C.  The 
Senior  Classes  for  the  youths  and  misses,  and  D.  The  Home 
School  for  mothers  and  fathers  and  even  those  who  do  not 
leave  home. 

The  Bible,  the  Westminster  Confession  and  Catechisms, 
Child’s  Catechism,  Earnest  Worker,  Quarterlies,  Lesson 
Papers,  Children’s  Friend,  Pearls  for  the  Little  Ones  are 
used.  The  school  is  encouraged  to  learn  the  Church  hymns

and  tunes.  The  pastor  has  a ten  minutes’  drill  on  cateche- 
tical work.  He  will  study  with  a class  the  Confession  of 
Faith.  A class  in  systematic  Bible  study  meets  Dr.  Zerkle 
at  3 P.  M.  The  Sabbath  School  Teacher  Training  Course 
is  followed.

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SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REWARDS  FOR  1906. 

The  rewards  offered  this  year  by  the  Sunday-school  are 
divided  into  three  groups.  They  are  open  to  all  members 
of  the  school.  They  are  so  arranged  as  to  call  forth  a variety 
of  talents — diligence,  regularity,  systematic  effort,  reading, 
memory,  etc.  The  records  must  be  closed  by  December 
ioth.

A di- 
ploma is  offered  to  any  approved  member  of  the  school  who 
shall  have  secured  all  the  rewards  of  the  three  groups ; and, 
in  addition,  a gold  medal  or  equivalent  is  offered  to  the  re- 
cipient of  a diploma  who  may  have  thrice  over  received  all 
the  rewards  of  Group  I.

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D.  LADIES’  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

Organized  Sept.  28,  1879.  Reorganized  March,  1898. 

The  records  of  the  Society  are  very  defective,  and  are 
entirely  wanting  prior  to  1899.  But  there  is  allusion  in  the 
sessional  records  to  a monthly  concert  of  prayer  for  For- 
eign Missions,  January  14,  1872.  The  collection  that  year 
for  the  cause  was  $57,  of  which  $10  was  sent  to  the  famine 
sufferers  of  Persia. 

Rev.  Edward  Eells  initiated  a move  September  28,  1879, 
which  led  to  the  organization  of  the  first  missionary  so- 
ciety. He  and  Misses  Maggie  Simms  and  Bettie  Campbell 
were  the  committee  to  draft  the  constitution. 

The  Society  seems  to  have  met  monthly  at  the  manse 
on  the  first  Thursdays,  in  the  afternoon. 

The  officers  in  1899  were  Mrs.  Lambdin,  president;  Mrs. 
Bloom,  secretary,  and  Mrs.  Sattes,  treasurer. 

In  1902  the  members  enrolled  were  Mrs.  Lambdin,  Mrs. 
F.  H.  Sattes,  Mrs.  Mohler,  Mrs.  Shotwell,  Mrs.  Simms, 
Mrs.  E.  Baldwin,  Miss  Franklin,  Miss  Kate  Sutherland, 
Miss  Cassie  T.  Schofield,  Mrs.  Erma  Miller  and  Mrs. 
Campbell.  The  average  attendance  was  four  members. 

The  records  show  that  the  few  were  animated  with  fer- 
vent zeal  for  the  cause.  The  programmes  were  varied 
and  instructive.  The  pastor  was  frequently  present  at 
the  opening  exercises.  Sentence  prayers,  the  Lord’s  Prayer, 
prayer  by  some  lady  were  in  vogue.  Mite-boxes  were 
opened  annually,  and  showed  that  praying  and  giving  went 
together.  The  last  meeting  was  May  13,  1904.

This  band  of  faithful  workers  has  been  indispensable  to 
the  church.  Their  income  has  been  derived,  beside  the 
monthly  dues  of  10  cents,  from  the  sale  of  bonnets,  aprons 
and  dusting  caps.  The  work  accomplished  indicates  how 
great  a benefit  the  Society  has  been  to  the  church.  The 
ladies  painted  and  repaired  the  church  ($57.44)  in  1896, 
and  in  1898  had  the  manse  insured  ($22.50),  and  the  church 
renovated,  at  the  same  time  giving  $2  to  a struggling 
church  in  Tennessee,  and  $2  to  Foreign  Missions.  They 
also  paid  the  manse  tax  in  1898  ($5.41)  and  1899  ($20.43). 
The  church  was  repainted  again  in  1899  ($17),  and  1900 
new  matting  was  laid,  and  a new  fence  put  up  ($29.86),  ond 
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the  building  insured  ($30).  In  1901  a member  (Mrs. 
Mohler)  gave  a curtain  to  the  choir  loft,  the  Society 
paid  the  manse  insurance  ($12.50)  ; (1902)  put  a new  roof 
on  the  church  ($100),  and  (1903)  renewed  the  insurance 
($30)  for  three  years.  The  last  payment  ($46.66)  of  the 
pastor’s  salary  in  1904  was  raised  by  the  Society. 

When  God  called  home  Mrs.  William  Mohler,  April  8, 
1905,  the  Society  laid  beautiful  flowers  in  loving  tribute 
upon  her  bier.  One  of  the  last  things  done  by  this  good 
woman  and  useful  member  of  the  Society  was  the  pur- 
chase of  a handsome  Axminster  carpet  for  the  manse 
parlor.  The  society  has  furnished  the  manse  kitchen  with 
a new  range,  and  Mr.  Mohler  has  added  water  arrange- 
ments and  gas. 

The  manse  and  the  church,  pleasing  in  its  architectural 
proportions,  are  maintained  in  good  condition  by  the  So-

V.  HISTORY. 

It  was  about  1786  that  the  first  white  settlers,  Lewis 
Tackett,  Samuel  Tackett  and  John  Young,  brought  their 
families  down  the  Kanawha  as  far  as  to  the  mouth  of  Coal 
river.  These  squatters  erected,  about  a half  mile  below 
Coal  river,  a few  hundred  yards  south  of  the  Kanawha, 
Tackett’s  Fort,  and  gave  their  name  to  Tackett’s  Creek;  but 
the  [Stephen  P.  Capehart,  in  the  W.  Va.  Hist.  Mag., 5 : 1, 
Jan.  1905]  Indians  came  from  Ohio  and  captured  the  fort, 
the  Tacketts  escaped  to  Big  Hurricane  Creek. 

In  1800  Stephen  Teays  settled  at  Coalsmouth  and  es- 
tablished a ferry  and  an  inn  for  frontiersmen  passing  up 
and  down  between  Virginia  and  the  Ohio  country. 

Albert  Gallatin,  famous  in  American  history,  bought  up 
large  tracts  of  land  about  Coalsmouth  and  George  Wash- 
ington owned  the  tract  lying  up  between  Coal  and  Kanawha. 

About  1820,  Gen.  Andrew  Lewis’  grandson,  John  Lewis, 
bought  large  tracts  of  land  below  Coalsmouth,  extending 
back  to  the  head  of  Tackett’s  creek  and  the  waters  of 
Brown’s  creek  and  about  three  miles  below  Coal  river  he 
erected  a mill  and  a store,  and  higher  up  Kanawha  a large 
brick  dwelling  which  he  called  Valcoulon.  His  wife  was 
the  daughter  of  Andrew  Donnally,  a prominent  man  in  the 
Kanawha  Valley. 

The  James  River  and  Kanawha  Turnpike  Company  be- 
gan about  1820  the  construction  of  their  road  from  Guy- 
andotte,  on  the  Ohio  at  the  mouth  of  the  Guyan  river,  to 
the  Kanawha  valley,  and  thence  to  the  Valley  of  Virginia, 
surveying  much  of  the  same  line  as  was  50  years  later 
adopted  by  the  C.  & O.  R.  R.  The  turnpike  had  much  the 
same  effect  in  developing  trade,  travel  and  business  as  the 
construction  of  a railroad  has  nowadays. 

James  T.  Teays,  in  1831,  settled  near  where  the  pike 
crossed  Coal  river  and  built  a large  tavern  where  the  four- 
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horse  stages  stopped.  Great  numbers  of  horses,  cattle  and 
hogs  passed  over  this  pike  to  the  older  States.  Soon  a toll 
bridge  was  built  by  John  Capehart,  James  Teays  and  Col. 
P.  R.  Thompson,  to  replace  the  Ferry  over  Coal  river ; 
travel  increased  and  Coalsmouth  grew. 

Col.  Philip  R.  Thompson  in  1834  laid  off  his  land  on  the 
right  bank  of  Coal  river  into  a town  he  called  Phillipi.  The 
Lasley  house,  now  Mrs.  Cato’s,  was  built  at  this  time.  The 
building  of  flat-boats  for  transportation  of  salt  from  the 
Kanawha  Salines,  and  wagon  building,  were  industries  in 
those  days.  Coal  river,  about  1848,  was  made  navigable  by 
locks  and  dams,  and  until  the  war  coal  was  shipped  in  flat- 
boats  from  Peytona  to  New  Orleans,  and  outward. 

About  1856  a new  town  was  laid  out  by  Samuel  Benedict 
a Pennsylvanian,  who  called  the  name  thereof  “Kanawha 
City.”  Then  came  the  C.  & O.  R.  R.  project  about  1867,  and 
the  Central  Land  Company  a few  years  later  bought  from 
Col.  J.  S.  Cunningham,  son-in-law  of  the  founder,  “Kana- 
wha City,”  and  transformed  it  into  “St.  Albans.” 

Morris  Hudson  had  come  in  1808  from  Pennsylvania  and 
bought  up  a large  tract  of  land  on  the  lower  side  of  Two- 
and-three-quarter-mile  creek.  His  family  were  the  first 
Episcopalians  in  the  Kanawha  Valley.  They  were  joined  in 
1816  by  Col.  Philip  Root  Thompson,  from  Culpepper  county,. 
Va.,  whose  family  were  also  Episcopalians.  They  occupied 
a part  of  the  Washington  survey,  as  did  also  for  a while 
the  General’s  nephew,  Samuel  Washington.  A delightful 
community  grew  up  and  became  decidedly,  if  not  exclu- 
sively, devoted  to  the  Episcopal  Church,  although  the  first 
church  erected  was  the  log  building  put  up  in  1820  by  Mrs. 
Stephen  Teays  for  the  Methodists. 

In  1825  Major  Morris  Hudson  built  of  brick  the  little 
“Bangor”  Episcopal  Church,  near  where  the  pike  crossed 
T wo-and-three-quarter-mile  creek. 
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Of  this  church  Rev.  James  Craik  was  rector,  and  here 
his  successor,  Rev.  F.  B.  Nash,  of  New  England,  main- 
tained an  old  field  school  frequented  by  the  Hudsons, 
Thompsons,  Swindlers,  Thorntons,  Turners,  Lasleys,  Cape- 
harts,  Lewises,  etc. 

This  church  was  burned  in  1845  and  the  Episcopalians 
worshipped  in  the  Methodist  church  until  they  built,  1846, 
St.  Marks.  Not  much  later  the  Episcopalians,  Col.  B.  S. 
Thompson  and  Beverly  Tompkins,  were  on  the  committee 
which  replaced  the  log  house  of  the  Methodists  with  the 
present  brick  building.  But  the  community  remained  de- 
cidedly Episcopalian. 

The  home  training  of  a child  of  Presbyterian  parents  in 
the  Valley  of  Virginia  was  the  germ  from  which  the  St. 
Albans  Presbyterian  Church  grew  and  has  borne  fruit. 

Mr.  Louis  Ruffner,  a merchant,  took  to  his  home  at  Mal- 
den, W.  Va.,  a wife  who  was  Miss  Lyle,  of  Virginia.  She 
brought  with  her  to  the  Kanawha  Valley  the  religious  prin- 
ciples of  her  Scotch-Irish  people.  Mrs.  Ruffner  is  de- 
scribed by  Mrs.  Annie  N.  Hansford,  to  whom  acknowledg- 
ment is  here  gratefully  made  for  many  facts  recorded  in 
this  narrative,  as  “a  strict  Presbyterian.”  About  1837  Mr. 
Ruffner  took  as  his  clerk  James  Frazer  Hansford.  His 
parents  were  Baptists  “after  the  most  strictest  sect.”  At 
fifteen  years  of  age  he  had  left  his  home  at  Paint  Creek  to 
clerk  in  Mr.  Ruffner’s  store.  He  attended  the  Presbyterian 
Church  with  Mr.  Ruffner’s  family,  and  became  a Presby- 
terian at  an  early  age.  Mrs.  Ruffner’s  influence  way  well 
be  understood.  Young  Hansford  became  a merchant  him- 
self, and  did  business  for  many  years  in  Charleston.  In 
1855  he  married  Miss  Annie,  daughter  of  Mr.  Bradford 
Noyes,  and  in  the  spring  of  1857  made  his  home  at  “Rav- 
cnswood,”  a fine  estate  about  a mile  east  of  Coalsmouth. 
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James  Fr/.zer  Haesiord. 
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The  sessional  records  have  the  following  prefatory  entry 
made  at  session’s  direction  by  Mr.  James  Frazer  Hansford, 
their  clerk  for  over  twenty  years,  in  deference  to  whose 
memory  the  record  is  copied  verbatim : 

“Presbyterianism  was  first  preached  here  about  the  year 
1857  by  Rev.  James  M.  Brown,  D.  D.,  who  was  then  pastor 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Charleston.  He  was  pastor 
of  that  church  for  more  than  twenty  years,  and  it  was  his 
custom  to  visit  as  often  as  possible  the  Presbyterian  families 
in  the  country  in  the  vicinity  of  Charleston,  and  where 
they  had  no  church,  to  preach  at  the  houses.  About  1857 
he  visited  the  Presbyterian  families  at  this  place  and 
preached  twice  or  thrice  during  the  year  to  good  congrega- 
tions in  the  Southern  Methodist  Church. 

“In  i860  the  few  Presbyterians  here  made  up  the  sum  of 
$100,  and  he  expected  to  preach  once  every  month  for  one 
year;  but  early  in  the  year  1861  the  war  commenced,  and 
prevented  his  preaching  here  any  more. 

“After  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  permission  from  the 
military  authorities,  he  left  Charleston  in  April,  ’62,  to 
attend  Greenbrier  Presbytery  and  to  visit  his  children  who 
were  then  in  Frankfort.  His  eldest  son,  Samuel  Brown,  had 
been  pastor  of  Frankfort  Church  for  several  years,  and  died 
while  laboring  there.  His  second  son,  John  C.  Brown, 
was  studying  for  the  ministry  and  was  at  Frankfort  at  the 
time,  as  was  also  his  only  daughter,  on  a visit  there. 

“It  pleased  God  in  His  mysterious  Providence  that  within 
a few  days  he  should  stand  beside  the  death-bed  of  an  only 
and  lovely  daughter,  then  at  the  death-bed  of  a beloved 
son.  Under  these  circumstances  of  peculiar  affliction  he 
left  Frankfort  to  return  to  Charleston.  But  feeling  quite 
indisposed  on  reaching  Lewisburg,  he  thought  best  to  re- 
main there  at  least  a few  days,  hoping  to  recover  suffic- 
iently for  the  journey  home.  But  it  pleased  God  that  he  too 
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should  be  stricken  and  die,  leaving  only  one  son,  and  a 
deeply  afflicted  and  bereaved  widow.  His  death  was  peace- 
ful and  serene,  and  his  remains  were  placed  beside  those 
of  his  sons  and  daughter,  to  await  the  coming  of  that  Great 
Day.  The  writer  considers  this  short  sketch  of  his  life, 
or  a few  years  of  his  life,  inseparable  trom  the  church  of 
this  place. 

“After  the  war,  Rev.  John  C.  Brown  was  appointed  by 
Greenbrier  Presbytery  as  missionary  for  the  Kanawha 
Valley,  preached  at  this  place  once  a month  and  received 
the  $100  raised  for  his  father  about  five  years  before.  He 
continued  to  preach  occasionally  at  this  place,  and  under 
his  ministry  Mrs.  Ann  Simms  and  Miss  Zero  Wood  were 
received  into  the  church  on  profession  of  faith,  and  re- 
ceived the  ordinance  of  baptism.  Also  two  children,  Sallie 
Hansford  and  Morris  Hansford  received  the  ordinance  of 
baptism.”  [Note. — Miss  Sallie  Hansford,  in  1877,  copied  for 
session  the  records  into  a new  book.  The  original  record 
of  the  church,  a precious  little  book,  were  rediscovered  July, 
1905,  by  Mr.  Morris  Hansford,  and  returned  to  session.] 

After  May,  1868,  Rev.  B.  B.  Blair,  recently  installed  pas- 
tor of  the  Point  Pleasant  Church,  preached  twice  a month 
on  Thursday  evening.  Rev.  B.  B.  Blair  and  Rev.  J.  C. 
Brown  having  been  authorized  by  the  Greenbrier  Presby- 
tery to  organize  a church  at  Coalsmouth,  if  they  considered 
it  expedient,  on  August  22  [1868],  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr. 
McClintic,  of  Kentucky,  proceeded  to  organize,  the  follow- 
ing persons  signifying  their  desire  to  organize  as  a church : 
Joseph  R.  Hill,  Mrs.  Jane  Hill,  James  Frazier  Hansford, 
Mrs.  Annie  N.  Hansford,  S.  C.  Wheeler,  Mrs.  Jane  Wheel- 
er, Francis  H.  Taylor,  Mrs.  Fannie  F.  Taylor,  Mrs.  Fannie 
Fox,  Miss  Mary  Woods,  Mrs.  Mary  Lewis,  Miss  Zero 
Wood,  Mrs.  Hodges,  Mrs.  Catherine  Sutherland,  Mrs.  Ann 
Simms,  Mrs.  Ella  Turner,  Mrs.  Mary  Hudson. 
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Mr.  Joseph  R.  Hill  and  Mr.  James  F.  Hansford  being 
duly  elected  elders  and  Mr.  Francis  H.  Taylor  and  Mr.  S. 
C.  Wheeler  being  duly  elected  deacons,  Mr.  Hill,  Mr. 
Hansford  and  Mr.  Wheeler  being  present  at  the  evening 
service,  were  ordained  and  installed  in  the  office  to  which 
they  were  duly  elected,  by  prayer  and  laying  on  of  hands 
by  Rev.  B .B.  Blair  and  Rev.  John  C.  Brown. 

“On  the  following  day  three  children  were  presented,  Ed- 
ward Hudson,  Bessie  Fox  and  Minnie  Fox,  and  received 
the  ordinance  of  baptism.  After  an  imposing  sermon  from 
Mr.  Blair,  the  Lord’s  Supper  was  administered.  A solemn 
sermon  in  the  evening  from  Mr.  Brown  concluded  the  ser- 
vices.” 

The  first  meeting  of  session  of  the  new  church  was  held 
in  September,  1868,  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  D.  J.  Lewis,  and 
there  was  effected  an  agreement  with  Rev.  B.  Blair  for 
two  services  a month,  on  Thursday  nights,  for  $100  a year. 

Thus  Mr.  Blair  organized  St.  Albans  Church  with  seven- 
teen members,  and  served  them  as  a supply  for  a year. 

Rev.  Brice  Benton  Blair  was  a Pennsylvanian,  born  at 
Dillsburg,  March  9,  1830.  After  leaving  Jefferson  College 
he  became  a teacher,  and  then  studied  a year  at  Princeton 
Seminary.  When  the  war  broke  out  he  came  South,  con- 
tinued his  studies  at  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Vir- 
ginia, 1861-1862,  was  licensed  by  Greenbrier  Presbytery, 
September  22,  1862,  and  gave  his  heart  to  the  Master’s  ser- 
vice as  chaplain,  C.  S.  A.,  during  the  continuance  of  the 
war.  After  the  war  he  returned  to  Greenbrier  Presbytery, 
was  ordained  October  12,  1867,  served  as  pastor  of  Point 
Pleasant  from  that  time  till  he  went  to  his  father’s  house, 
near  Shippensburg,  Pa.,  and  died  June  19,  1871.  A goodly 
man,  a powerful  preacher,  a faithful  and  tender  pastor,  he 
left  a name  revered  to  this  day  by  the  people  to  whom  he 
gave  his  prime  of  strength. 
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Greenbrier  Presbytery,  Rev.  M.  H.  Bittinger,  Moderator, 
held  its  spring  meeting  here  in  the  M.  E.  Church,  South, 
May  6-9,  1869,  and  seems  to  have  greatly  stimulated  the 
new  enterprise  by  the  presence  of  so  many  ministers.  Coals- 
mouth,  thus  encouraged,  made  out  a cn'l  for  the  services 
of  Rev.  John  C.  Brown,  pastor  at  Malden,  for  part  of  his 
time.  Mr.  Brown,  while  continuing  to  preach  occasionally 
at  Coalsmouth,  was  not  able  to  accept  a call  to  the  regular 
pastoral  duties  there. 

On  September  19,  1869,  session,  therefore,  united  with 
Winfield,  and  called  from  Ebenezer  Presbytery,  Ky.,  the 
Rev.  Edward  Eells,  a native  of  New  England,  a graduate 
of  Yale  and  of  Princeton.  Mrs.  Adaline  Campbell  fur- 
nishes the  following  sketch  of  her  first  pastor  from  the  pen 
of  the  venerable  stated  clerk  of  the  Presbytery,  of  Wash- 
ington City : 

“Testimonial. 

“Entered  into  his  rest,  March  11,  1897,  in  his  seventy- 
ninth  year,  after  a long  and  at  times  painful  sickness.  Rev. 
Edward  Eells,  a faithful  minister  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him.  From  the  church  mili- 
tant he  has  joined  the  church  triumphant.  Brother  Eells 
was  born  November  10,  1818,  at  Middletown,  Conn.  En- 
tered Yale  College  in  1840,  graduating  in  1843.  In  1845, 
he  entered  the  Princeton  Theological  Seminary.  After 
graduating  (1847)  he  held  the  following  charges: 

Burlington,  Ky. 

Engaged  in  Home  Mission  Work  along  the  New  Jersey 
Shore — principally  at  Absecom,  Atlantic  Co. 

He  then  went  to  engage  in  mission  work  in  the  Choctaw 
Nation. 

Afterwards  holding  charges  in  Texas  and  Kentucky,  and 
the  last  at  St.  Albans,  W.  Va.,  where  ne  faithfully  and 
successfully  labored  for  thirteen  years.  While  residing  in 
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Washington  City  for  a number  of  years,  he  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Presbytery  of  Washington  City,  and  a faith- 
ful member  of  the  Gurley  Memorial  Church,  a kind  and 
wise  adviser  of  its  pastor  and  his  warm  friend, 

Resolved , That  the  above  record  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  this  Presbytery,  and  that  a copy  be  sent  to  the 
bereaved  family,  with  expression  of  sympathy  of  the 
brethren.

Washington  City,  D.  C.,  April  21,  1897.” 

“He  was  ordained  as  an  evangelist  by  the  Presbytery  of 
Ebenezer,  in  northern  Kentucky,  in  the  year  1848,  and 
he  labored  as  a home  missionary  in  the  northern  part  of 
Kentucky  for  two  years.  For  a time  he  was  called  back 
to  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey,  but  soon  returned  to  the 
scene  of  his  earlier  labors.  Again  he  was  called  to  the 
Southwest,  to  a work  among  the  Choctaw  Indians,  then  to 
San  Augustine,  Texas,  and  to  the  Keatchie  field  in  Louis- 
iana. But  still  his  heart  led  him  back  to  the  northern 
counties  of  Kentucky,  where  he  had  begun  his  ministry, 
and  in  1868  he  returned  to  that  part  of  the  country.  From 
about  1870  to  1884,  he  labored  in  the  valley  of  Kanawha. 
After  that  he  fixed  his  home  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  where 
he  spent  his  remaining  days.  He  was  a frequent  corres- 
pondent of  the  Observer,  and  ceased  not  till  increasing 
years  and  infirmities  restrained  his  pen. 

“His  last  years  were  years  of  much  suffering.  But  the 
friend  who  writes  of  his  death,  very  sweetly  refers  to  the 
close  of  his  suffering  with  the  precious  words,  ‘So  he 
giveth  his  beloved  sleep.’  It  is  needless  to  say  that  Mr. 
Eells  was  highly  esteemed  in  all  his  work  for  the  Lord, 
and  greatly  beloved  by  all.” 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eells,  with  their  daughters,  Misses  Minnie 
and  Annie,  and  only  son  Edward,  arrived  at  St.  Albans,  in 
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October,  1869,  and  for  thirteen  years  were  residents  here. 
His  home  was  on  the  right  bank  of  Coal  river,  near  its 
mouth. 

Mr.  Eells  was  the  first  settled  supply  of  the  church,  and 
the  work  was  prosperous  under  his  ministry.  The  session 
had  called  him  for  half  of  his  time,  the  other  half  being 
given  to  Winfield.  His  salary  of  $600.00  was  to  be  raised 
in  equal  amounts  by  the  two  churches  and  the  Assembly’s 
Committee  on  Sustentation,  and  an  effort  to  make  it  $750.00 
was  promised. 

Mr.  Eells  found  a little  group  of  twenty-two  members. 
When  he  laid  down  his  work  these  had  been  increased  by 
the  addition  of  111  to  133  enrolled. 

On  November  19,  1869,  two  new  officers  were  nominated: 
Mr.  F.  H.  Taylor  as  ruling  elder,  and  Mr.  O.  T.  Wilson 
as  deacon.  Mr.  Taylor  was  elected  and  ordained  March 
6,  1870,  and  Mr.  Wilson  elected  May  1st,  was  ordained  and 
installed  June  19,  1870.  The  session  adopted  the  Assem- 
bly’s schedule  of  collections  and  placed  at  the  church  door 
a box  for  the  offerings.  Ten  dollars  were  appropriated 
for  the  purchase  of  Sunday-school  books,  and  an  effort 
was  made  to  circulate  the  Earnest  Worker  and  the  Chil- 
dren’s Friend . 

Rev.  Mr.  Eells,  a natural  missionary,  made  a tour  in 
October,  1870,  though  Lincoln  county  preaching  at  Scarry 
Creek,  Bloomingdale  School  House,  Takets  Creek  School 
House,  and  Warth’s  School  House.  These  labors  were  re- 
peated from  time  to  time,  and  resulted  in  an  ingathering. 
The  session  recommended  in  1870  a thanksgiving  sermon  in 
November,  but  there  is  no  record  of  the  further  observance 
of  the  day. 

The  church  had  promised  $400  per  annum  to  the  pastor’s 
salary,  but  want  of  good  management  of  the  finances  caused 
the  church  to  incur  the  stigma  of  being  almost  habitually 
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in  arrears  to  the  minister.  Efforts  were  repeatedly  made 
to  remedy  this  defect.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  even  in 
1871,  before  the  first  year’s  subscription  had  been  paid,  that 
in  their  extremity  the  session  had  appealed  for  aid  to  the 
ladies.  In  April  that  year  session  appointed  Mrs.  Alice 
Carel,  Miss  C.  N.  Hansford,  Mrs.  F.  Taylor,  and  Mrs. 
James  F.  Hansford  a committee  “to  collect  and  solicit  sub- 
scriptions to  the  salary  of  our  minister;”  “we  hope  all  will 
aid  them  in  their  work.” 

The  ladies  were  again  appealed  to  in  1871,  when  it  was 
resolved,  May  6th,  to  build  a church.  Mrs.  Taylor,  Mrs. 
and  Mr.  Hansford  were  appointed  a committee  to  select 
and  secure  a lot  for  the  proposed  sanctuary. 

Meanwhile  the  financial  status  was  ’mproved  by  the 
election,  July  16,  1871,  of  a new  deacon,  Mr.  Wm.  Lang- 
head,  who  had  been  for  fifteen  years  an  elder  at  Harrison 
City,  Pa.,  and  by  the  adoption  six  months  later  of  the 
envelope  system  of  collections. 

In  the  latter  month  was  also  held  the  first  monthly  con- 
cert of  prayer  for  Foreign  Missions,  and  that  year’s  gifts 
for  the  cause  amounted  to  $5749,  the  largest  contribution 
the  church  has  ever  given.  Ten  dollars  of  this  went  to  the 
famine  suffers  in  Persia. 

Elder  Hansford  was  appointed  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday-school  April  26,  1873,  and  on  the  same  day  Mr. 
Eells  reported  the  organization  of  a church  called  Bethany, 
at  Thorndyke,  Cabell  county,  a witness  to  the  missionary 
labors  of  the  St.  Albans  pastor. 

The  first  trustees  of  the  St.  Albans  Church  were  elected 
in  May,  1873,  and  were  the  elders  and  deacons,  with  one 
other  member,  Mr.  Henry  Edward  Huntington,  formerly 
of  New  York.  These  gentlemen  served  varying  periods, 
and  their  successors  were  not  chosen  until  April  17,  1892. 
These  again  had  by  1902  become  inactive  and  the  present 


trustees  were  elected,  and  on  June  15,  1905,  appointed  by 
the  Kanawha  Circuit  court. 

As  yet  there  was  no  church  building.  The  congregation 
met  in  the  “Allen  Smith”  or  James  A.  Alford  store 
house,  apposite  the  Lasley  home,  until  they  united  with 
the  Baptists  in  building  a small  church  below  Coal  river. 
The  two  denominations,  says  Mrs.  Hansford,  divided  the 
cost,  and  also  the  use  of  their  building,  which  is  now 
owned  by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  North. 

“About  1873  we  fitted  the  upper  chamber  in  the  Town 
Hall  with  temporary  seats,  a box  pulpit,  in  which  were 
kept  the  stone  water  pitcher  and  glass.  While  we  occupied 
this  room  Mrs.  Edward  Samson,  of  Boston  (Mrs.  Eells’ 
sister),  gave  Mr.  Eells  the  Mason  & Hamlin  organ,”  and 
Mr.  Samson  gave  a handsome  pulpit  Bible.  “In  the  spring 
of  1874  Mrs.  Eells  called  a meeting  of  the  ladies  of  the 
church.  Then  we  decided  to  build  a church.  I think  there 
were  twelve  present.  Each  contributed  a small  sum,  and 
with  this  we  began.  Faith,  and  'hope  that  springs  eternal 
in  the  breast’  were  ours.  Many  things  dear  to  women’s 
hearts  were  given  over  to  swell  the  small  sum  to  our 
longed-for  church  home.  Each  brought  her  'willing  offer- 
ing,’ and  like  the  Jews  of  old,  our  hands  were  skilled  for  the 
work  and  we  wrought  beautiful  things.  Mrs.  Eells  was  a 
gifted  leader;  she  planned  everything  , we  followed.  To 
her  is  due  most  of  our  success.  Three  Christmas  seasons 
we  gave  up  our  accustomed  home  pleasures  and  devoted 
our  time  and  means  to  our  much-loved  purpose.  Our  three- 
days’  fair  at  Christmas,  1874,  netted  us  $347.  With  $300  of 
this  we  bought  our  lot  from  the  Central  Land  Company 
(they  refused  to  donate  it — poor  things  ■)•” 

Greenbrier  Presbytery,  Rev.  S.  R.  Houston,  Moderator, 
held  its  spring  meeting  April,  1875,  at  Coalsmouth. 
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By  1879  the  “Working  Band”  that  Mrs.  Eells  had  organ- 
ized had  raised  $460,  and  the  congregation  raised  $420,  and 
other  churches  of  Presbytery  gave  $137. 

“It  was  a time  of  financial  depression,  and  Mr.  Hans- 
ford had  suffered  special  loss,  but  his  gifts  to  the  church 
were  not  lessened.  He  gave  the  foundation  stone  and 
frame  ready  for  the  building.  Colonel  Hill  . . . gave 

flooring,  laths,  shingles.  Silver  and  gold  we  had  none,  but 
such  as  we  had  we  gave.  Mrs.  Eells  was  untiring  in  her 
work,  and  enlisted  the  help  of  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Powers,”  of 
Powers  & Wightman,  Drugs,  Philadelphia,  a cousin  of  Mrs. 
Eells.  “At  one  time  the  work  stopped  for  lack  of  means, 
and  we  had  resolved  not  to  go  in  debt.  Mrs.  Eells  stated 
the  facts  to  Mr.  Powers,  and  he  wrote  that  he  would  give 
us  $1  for  every  one  we  would  raise.”  Mr.  Powers  and 
other  friends  gave  $445,  and  the  graceful  little  church  was 
assured.  “The  window  glass  we  found  would  be  a very 
heavy  expense,  and  we  resolved  that  each  lady  should  ap- 
peal to  some  personal  friend.  I had  an  old  friend  and 
schoolmate  in  Wheeling,  Miss  A.  M.  Doddridge,  through 
whom  the  glass  factories  donated  all  the  glass,  and  the  nail 
factories  all  the  nails  we  wanted.  While  our  means  were 
small,  others  were  moved  to  help  us,  and  with  God’s  bless- 
ing the  work  went  on.” 

The  entire  cost  of  the  church,  exclusive  of  donations,  was 
about  $1,750.  “After  those  years  of  faithful,  loving  service, 
in  the  fall  of  1878  we  moved  our  little  effects  to  our  own 
Zion.  The  hearts  of  the  Jews  never  swelled  with  more 
grateful,  loving  pride  when  their  temple  was  dedicated  than 
ours  in  those  happy  days.” 

The  church  was  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty 
God,  the  first  Sunday  in  January,  1879,  and  the  sacrament 
of  the  Lord’s  Supper  was  then  celebrated  in  a handsome 
communion  service  given  by  Mrs.  Powers  to  Mrs.  Eells.

We  may  imagine  the  joy  of  that  occasion  in  the  hearts  of 
the  beloved  pastor  and  his  wife,  his  faithful  elders,  Col. 
Hill,  Mr.  Hansford,  and  Mr.  Taylor,  and  of  the  loyal  wo- 
men who  had  helped  them.  Rev.  B.  B.  Blair  had  organized 
the  church ; a little  more  than  ten  years  later,  Rev.  Edward 
Eells  dedicated  the  house  now  used  for  the  worship  of  God. 

Presbytery  met  in  the  new  church  May  7,  1879,  with  Rev. 
D.  S.  Sydenstricker  as  Moderator. 

“We  had  only  the  temporary  seats  used  in  the  Town 
Hall,”  writes  Mrs.  Hansford,  “but  Presbytery  gave  to  us 
the  collection  usually  given  to  Foriegn  Missions,  and  in 
the  fall  of  1879  our  dear  little  church  was  complete.  Mrs. 
Samson  gave  Mrs.  Eells  a handsome  carpet  for  the  pulpit,” 
and  also  the  sweet-toned  bell.  The  pulpit  was  Mrs.  Eell’s 
gift  from  Mr.  Powers  and  Mrs.  Samson  sent  Mrs.  Eells 
the  two  pulpit  chairs.”  “Thus  was  our  lovely  Zion  built, 
and  with  His  blessing,  it  has  grown  and  prospered ! May 
she  lengthen  her  cords  and  strengthen  her  stakes  till  called 
to  join  that  church  triumphant  in  the  new  Jerusalem.”  “My 
tender  love  for  the  dear  little  church,”  writes  Mrs.  Hans- 
ford, who  left  it  in  1889,  “has  grown  with  these  passing 
years.” 

“In  March,  1881,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hansford  set  with  their 
own  hands  around  the  church  four  maple  trees  from  their 
home,  ‘Ravenswood/  and  named  them  as  they  set  them, 
‘Powers/  to  the  left  as  you  enter  the  church  gate,  ‘Eells/ 
to  the  right  of  the  gate,  ‘Hill/  and  ‘Taylor’  back  of  the 
church.  By  some  accident  ‘Taylor  was  soon  broken  off, 
and  needs  to  be  reset,  with  ‘Hansford/  ‘Swindler’  and 
‘Mohler’  added.” 

Misses  Wilson,  Swindler  and  Hansford  had  the  blinds 
put  at  the  church  windows,  and  since  then  Elder  Mohler 
has  given  two  hanging  lamps  and  the  choir  chairs,  and  Mrs. 
Robards  has  given  the  pulpit  sofa,  and  through  the  efforts 
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of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  K.  Davison,  of  Pittsburg,  a good 
organ  was  (1892)  obtained,  and  a supply  of  the  Presby- 
terian hymnals. 

Mr.  Eells’  granddaughter,  Annie  Powers  Henderson,  was 
the  first  baby  baptized  in  the  new  church,  and  little  Gordie 
Henderson  the  first  one  buried  from  it.  Miss  Anna  Wheeler 
and  Mr.  Bradford  Hansford  were  the  first  couple  married 
there. 

In  September,  1879,  a move  was  made  by  Mr.  Eells  to 
form  a missionary  society.  A spirited  opposition  was  made 
by  one  of  the  elders  “on  the  ground  that  all  we  can  do  at 
present  is  due  to  the  minister’s  salary.  But,  on  motion,  it 
was  resolved  to  proceed  with  the  design,  and  Mr.  Eells, 
Miss  Maggie  Simms  and  Miss  Bettie  Campbell  were  ap- 
pointed a committee  to  draft  a constitution  and  report  the 
same  to  a missionary  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  church  on 
Wednesday  night,  October  8,  1 877.”  The  society  was  or- 
ganized with  Mr.  B.  N.  Hansford  as  secretary.  Its  records 
are  lost.  It  is  interesting  to  find  that  as  early  at  1881  the 
society  is  appealed  to  for  aid,  and  “session  ordered  that  a 
minute  be  made  of  the  gratifying  fact  that  by  the  aid  of  the 
missionary  society,  we  have  collected  and  paid  over  the 
whole  sum,  $33,  apportioned  to  this  church  by  Presbytery 
for  benevolent  work.”  The  society  had  proven  its  right  to 
be.  “It  did  noble  work.” 

Edward  Eells,  Jr.,  was  in  1880  by  session  recommended 
to  Presbytery  as  a candidate  for  the  ministry,  and  this 
church  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  one  of  its  young  men 
called  to  this  holy  work.  After  preaching  here  during  the 
summer  of  1883,  the  young  minister  completed  his  studies. 
He  is  now  (1905)  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
Branchville,  N.  J. 

Session  in  April,  1882,  nominated  Thos.  C.  Swindler  as 
elder,  and  Messrs.  Alfred  H.  Rust  and  John  Simms  as  dea- 
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cons.  These  brethren  were  elected  May  2nd,  and  on  June 
4th  ordained  and  installed  in  office.  The  new  deacons  at 
once  become  active,  and  organized  themselves  into  the  first 
board  of  deacons,  Sept.  17,  1882. 

After  more  than  thirteen  years’  incumbency,  Rev.  Edward 
Eells  resigned,  Dec.  2,  1882,  and  on  the  10th  held  his  last 
service,  a union  one  with  the  M.  E.  Church,  South.  Mr. 
Eells,  too  unwell  to  preach,  referred  the  brethren  to  Acts 
xx,  as  his  farewell  sermon,  and  then  administered  the  com- 
munion, assisted  by  Rev.  Lauck,  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  who, 
with  his  congregation,  had  been  especially  invited  to  be 
present.  On  the  morrow  the  beloved  pastor  departed  for 
his  future  home  in  Titusville,  Pa.,  and  the  flock  was  left 
shepherdless.  He  left  behind  him  a good  name,  a church 
established,  and  a house  of  worship  as  his  memorial.  When 
the  bell  summons  to  worship,  let  us  remember  the  gospel 
call  proclaimed  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Eells. 

Greenbrier  Presbytery  dismissed  Mr.  Eells  to  the  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U.  S.  A.,  April  29,  1885.  “Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Eells  left  all  their  belongings  with  the  church — Bible,  bell, 
etc.,  but  the  ladies  paid  Mrs.  Eells  $50  for  the  organ.” 

During  the  vacancy  following  Mr.  Eells  departure,  his 
son,  Edward  Eells,  Jr.,  and  Rev.  Wm.  E.  Hill  supplied  the 
pulpit.  Session  also  desired  to  have  Rev.  Mr.  Smith,  of 
Rockbridge,  but  he  was  otherwise  engaged. 

Rev.  George  Tate  Lyle  was  engaged  July  19,  1884,  at 
first  for  only  one  Sabbath  a month.  His  ministry  was  at 
once  fruitful.  On  April  26,  1885,  he  received  twenty  per- 
sons into  the  church  on  profession  of  faith,  besides  one  by 
letter.  The  next  August  16th,  at  a congregational  meeting 
three  of  those  new  members  were  elected  to  be  office 
bearers.  Messrs.  F.  A.  Sattes  and  A.  J.  Bailey  were  made 
deacons,  and  Wm.  Edward  Mohler  was  made  an  elder.  The 
one  person  who  was  received  by  letter  in  April  was  Jennie 
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A.  Reeves,  the  young  bride  of  Wm.  Edward  Mohler.  She 
had  come  from  Mossy  Creek  Church,  Augusta  county,  one 
of  the  staunchest  Presbyterian  congregations  in  Virginia. 
When  this  young  bride  came  to  make  her  home  in  St. 
Albans  she  brought  her  Presbyterianism  with  her.  She  united 
with  the  church,  and  her  husband  joined  with  her.  Four 
months  later  she  saw  him  chosen  as  an  elder  by  his  fellow- 
Christians,  and  from  that  time  for  twenty  years  he  had 
and  the  church  had  her  loyal,  devoted,  enthusiastic,  co- 
operation, interest  and  support.  Mrs.  Mohler  became  a 
member  of  this  church  April  26,  1885,  and  it  was  April  8, 
1905,  very  early  in  the  morning  that  her  Lord  called  her 
to  come  up  higher.  On  Monday,  the  10th,  her  body,  beau- 
tiful in  death,  was  borne  by  hands  strong  and  loving  into 
the  church,  where  the  sorrow-stricken  and  afflicted  people 
heard  from  the  venerable  father,  Rev.  J.  Calvin  Barr,  D.  D., 
pastor  at  Charleston,  of  the  consolations  of  the  gospel,  and 
of  the  Christian’s  hope  of  glory.  She  steeps  now  on  the 
brow  of  Teays’  Hill,  overlooking  the  lovely  valley  of 
Kanawha. 

“Christ  rose,  and  she  shall  surely  rise  ” 

The  writer  was  permitted  to  meet  Mrs.  Mohler  at  her 
elegant  home,  in  February,  1905,  and  was  impressed  with 
her  simple  piety  and  her  deep  interest  in  her  church,  and 
her  concern  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  her  children  and 
the  community.  Of  her  good  deeds  from  rich  and  poor 
there  comes  but  one  testimony,  that  of  Paul  to  Phoebe : 
“She  hath  been  a succourer  of  many” 

Rev.  Dr.  Barr  prepared  for  the  Christian  Observer  (May 
24th)  and  the  Central  Presbyterian  (of  May  10th)  the  fol- 
lowing just  tribute : 
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MRS.  WM.  E.  MOHLER. 

“The  St.  Albans  Church  feels  that  it  has  sustained  an 
almost  irreparable  loss  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Wm.  E.  Moh- 
ler,  who  died  at  her  home  of  erysipelas  April  8,  1905. 

“She  had  a fine  constitution,  enjoyed  excellent  health,  and 
was  full  of  energy.  But  her  disease  baffled  the  best  medi- 
cal skill  and  the  most  watchful  care  of  two  trained  nurses. 
For  four  weeks  the  hopes  and  fears  of  anxious  friends  al- 
ternated as  she  seemed  to  improve  and  then  relapse  until 
at  last  the  end  came. 

“Mrs.  Mohler  was  Miss  Jennie  Amanda  Reeves,  of  Au- 
gusta county,  Va.  She  was  born  within  the  pale  of  Mossy 
Creek  Church,  March  15,  1864.  In  that  church  she  was  care- 
fully brought  up  in  the  Presbyterian  faith,  and  was  received 
into  its  communion  at  the  age  of  sixteen.  In  her  twenty- 
first  year  she  was  married  to  Mr.  Wm.  E.  Mohler,  and 
removed  with  him  to  St.  Albans,  Kanawha  county,  W.  Va. 

“She  and  her  husband  both  identified  themselves  with 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  which  he,  within  a few  years, 
was  made  a ruling  elder,  and  has  been  its  main  pillar  ever 
since,  both  in  its  support  and  active  work.  His  young  wife 
took  a deep  interest  in  the  church  and  developed  into  a very 
fine  Christian  character.  Her  wealth  and  influence  made 
her  a leader  in  her  church,  and  yet  her  humility  and 
tact  she  made  her  fellow  Christians  feel  that  she  was  fol- 
lowing rather  than  leading  them.  She  was  deeply  interested 
in  securing  Rev.  C.  W.  Sommerville  as  their  pastor.  The 
last  time  she  left  her  home  was  to  attend  the  service  on  the 
Sabbath,  March  5th,  at  which  the  call  was  given  to  the 
minister  of  her  choice.  From  the  church  she  went  home  to 
her  sick  room,  which  she  never  left  until  she  was  taken  to 
join  the  service  of  the  eternal  Sabbath. 
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“In  the  practical  virtues  in  the  common  affairs  of  life 
she  was  like  the  model  wife  and  mother  described  in  the 
last  chapter  of  the  Book  of  Proverbs.  She  combined  piety 
and  refinment  with  industry  and  energy.  ‘She  looked  well 
to  the  ways  of  her  household.’  ‘Her  children  arise  up  and 
call  her  blessed : her  husband  also,  and  he  praiseth  her.’ 
“She  leaves  a daughter  in  her  young  womanhood,  now  in 
the  Mary  Baldwin  Female  Seminary,  a son  approaching 
manhood,  and  a child  of  fifteen  months.  J.  C.  B.” 

Elder  Mohler  was  made  assistant  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday-school  January#  17,  1886,  and  he  has  been  identified 
with  the  school  ever  since  as  superintendent,  succeeding 
Elder  T.  S.  P.  Bowers,  who  had  been  elected  April  14, 
1888,  and  served  until  April  16,  1892. 

Mrs.  James  F.  Hansford  had  served  the  church  as  or- 
ganist until  Mr.  Hansford’s  illness  and  death  in  1889.  June 
20th  session  appointed  as  her  successor  Miss  Lucile  Swind- 
ler, with  Miss  Lilly  Burgess,  assistant. 

Mr.  T.  S.  P.  Bowers,  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
was  elected  an  elder  Dec.  11,  1889.  He  was  ordained  Jan. 
17,  1890.  From  Sept.  7,  1890,  he  was  clerk  of  session. 

Presbytery  again  met  at  St.  Albans,  May  7,  1890;  Rev. 
L.  A.  McLean  was  Moderator. 

Mr.  Lyle,  who  had  been  stated  supply,  was  August  9, 
1891,  called  as  the  first  pastor  of  the  church,  and  on  No- 
vember 15th,  the  congregation  elected  Mr.  J.  T.  Simms 
elder,  and  Messrs  F.  H.  Sattes  and  Myron  Grant  Camp- 
bell deacons.  The  pastoral  call  Mr.  Lyle  declined. 

When  Elder  Swindler  was  sent  to  Presbytery,  April,  1894, 
he  was  instructed  to  vote  for  the  division  of  Greenbrier 
Presbytery,  and  the  formation  of  Kanawha  Presbytery.  The 
Synod  of  Virginia,  October,  1894,  ordered  the  division,  and 
erected  the  new  Presbytery  of  Kanawha. 
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In  1894  Rev.  George  T.  Lyle  resigned,  and  Sept.  6th  held 
his  last  service  in  the  church,  of  which  he  has  been 
supply  for  over  ten  years,  and  into  which  he  had  re- 
ceived ninety  members.  He  continues  to  live  among  us, 
and  retains  the  esteem  and  confidence  of  his  former  flock. 

Rev.  George  Tate  Lyle  was  born  at  Buchanan,  Va.,  June 
18,  1836,  and  was  graduated  from  Washington  College 
(Washington  and  Lee  University)  in  1858.  He  entered  the 
Union  Theological  Seminary,  Va.,  in  1859,  where  he  heard 
Dr.  Dabney’s  lectures  along  with  Revs.  James  M.  Wharey, 
Joseph  W.  Walkup.  Wm.  S.  Lacy,  Harvey  Gilmore,  George 
H.  Denny  and  Hugh  White  and  others,  some  of  whom 
fell  in  battle  during  the  war. 

“At  the  close  of  the  session  of  1860-1861,  Mr.  Lyle  en- 
tered the  army  with  the  Hampden-Sidney  company,”  com- 
manded by  the  college  president,  Rev.  Dr.  J.  M.  P.  Atkin- 
son. “He  shared  the  toils  of  the  Rich  mountain  campaign 
in  West  Virginia  and  was  captured  with  the  rest  of  the 
company,”  referred  to  as  “seed  corn”  by  General  McClellan, 
who  treated  the  young  gentlemen  soldiers  most  considerate- 
ly, taking  their  parole  of  honor.  While  under  parole  “Mr. 
Lyle  returned  to  Hampden-Sidney  and  took  most  of  the 
senior  course  in  the  Seminary,  having  that  session  the  at- 
tention of  the  four  divinity  professors  all  to  himself  alone.” 

When  the  session  ended  in  the  spring  of  1863,  the  young 
theologian  “returned  to  the  army  in  the  Twenty-seventh 
Virginia  Cavalry  Battalion,  under  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Henry  A.  Edmundson  and  served  for  a brief  time  in  Ken- 
tucky under  Gen.  Humphrey  Marshall.  The  battalion  was 
afterwards  brigaded  with  Kentucky  commands,  and  under 
Gen.  George  B.  Hodge  he  was  at  the  battles  of  Chickamau- 
ga  and  Missionary  Ridge,  and  between  these  battles  he  was 
in  a raid  under  General  Wheeler  around  the  lines  of  Rose- 
kranz. 
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“When  the  battalion  returned  to  Virginia  it  was  put  under 
Gen.  W.  E.  Jones,  organized  in  the  spring  of  1864,  as  the 
Twenty-fifth  Virginia  Cavalry  Regiment  and  Mr.  Lyle  was 
elected  its  chaiplain.  He  was  in  the  Battle  of  Winchester, 
Sept.  19,  1864,  and  on  Sept.  21,  at  the  stampede  at  Fisher’s 
Hill,  he  was  again  captured  and  remained  prisoner,  incar- 
cerated at  Fort  Delaware,  until  the  close  of  the  war.” 

Mr.  Lyle  was  licensed  by  Abington  Presbytery,  Sept.  8, 
1865,  and  ordained  by  Montgomery  Presbytery  March  6, 
1871,  as  pastor  at  Locust  Bottom.  He  was  stated  supply  of 
Salem  and  Carmel  Churches,  in  Greenbrier  Presbytery  and 
a teacher  a part  of  the  time,  from  1873  to  1879.  In  1880- 
1 882  he  was  stated  supply  at  New  Providence,  in  Holstein 
Presbytery,  and  a teacher  at  Kingsport,  Tenn.,  1880-1882, 
until  called,  in  the  summer  of  1884,  to  St.  Albans,  Buffalo, 
Bethany  and  Hamlin.  Mr.  Lyle  is  author  of  a booklet,  The 
Christian  Church;  its  Republicanism : A New  View  of  Bap- 
tism. He  has  since  become  president  of  the  St.  Albans  Oil, 
Gas  & Coal  Co. 

The  congregation  held  a meeting  on  October  14th,  and 
called  as  Mr.  Lyle’s  successor  Rev.  Milton  B.  Lambdin,  then 
the  pastor  at  Goshen,  Rockbridge  county,  Va. 

Mr.  Lambdin,  born  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  Feb.  27,  1850,  an 
alumnus  of  Hampden-Sidney  College,  and  of  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Prince  Edward  county,  Va.,  was  licensed 
in  May,  1884,  by  Maryland  Presbytery,  and  ordained  by 
West  Hanover  Presbytery  in  1885.  Among  his  fellow-stu- 
dents at  the  Seminary  as  Dr.  Dabney  was  laying  down  his 
great  work  as  teahcer,  were  Revs.  George  L.  Bitzer,  Robert 
F.  Campbell,  Ran.  B.  Grinnan,  Carr  Moore,  and  Edwin  H. 
Stover,  L.  H.  Paul,  Egbert  W.  Smith,  James  I.  Vance  and 
Wm.  C.  White. 
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Mr.  Lambdin  is  known  as  an  able  preacher  and  a pains- 
taking student.  He  has  devoted  considerable  study  to  Bibli- 
cal archaeology,  and  has  frequently  lectured  on  modern  dis- 
coveries in  Bible  lands.  Since  July  i,  1904,  he  has  been 
pastor  of  the  College  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  and  secretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee of  Fort  Worth  Presbytery. 

Mr.  Lambdin  was  dismissed  from  Lexington  Presbytery 
in  1904,  and  arrived  at  St.  Albins,  on  Thanksgiving  Day, 
November  29th,  and  began  his  ministry  the  first  Sunday  in 
December.  He  lived  on  B street,  opposite  Mrs.  Teays.  On 
the  17th,  Kanawha  Presbytery  installed  him.  His  pastorate 
continued  until  the  end  of  June,  1904.  Mr.  Lambdin’s 
ministry  of  nearly  ten  years  began  under  favorable  aus- 
pices and  resulted  in  a great  strengthening  of  the  congre- 
gation, the  building  of  a manse,  and  improvement  in  the 
finances,  and  the  addition  of  seventy-two  members  of  the 
church.  He  gave  to  Buffalo,  Frazier’s  Bottom,  Hamlin  and 
Springfield  one  Sunday  in  a month. 

Mr.  Lambdin  was  elected  clerk  of  session  January  6, 
1895,  and  Mr.  T.  K.  Davison,  treasurer  of  the  church,  April 
6th.  The  period  of  delinquent  salaries  seems  to  have  ended 
with  the  tresurership  of  Mr.  Davison.  He  introduced  a 
System  and  order  that  have  been  of  lasting  benefit  to  the 
church.  A great  step  forward  in  the  permanency  of  the 
church  was  made  when  Elder  Mohler,  in  1895,  built  for 
the  new  pastor  a manse,  commodious  and  convenient,  and 
which  has  since  been  at  the  service  of  the  church.  St. 
Albans’  pastor  was  honored  by  Kanawha  Presbytery  send- 
ing him  in  1896  to  the  Memphis  General  Assembly,  and 
again  in  1901  to  the  Assembly  at  Little  Rock.  Elder  Moh- 
ler was  likewise  honored  by  a commission  to  the  Richmond 
Assembly  in  1899.  Messrs.  Charles  W.  Bullington  and  A. 
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L.  Bown  were  elected  deacons  Sept.  20,  1903,  and  on  Oct. 
4th,  ordained  and  installed. 

Mr.  Lambdin,  who  had  been  stated  supply  at  Buffalo,  re- 
signed May  5,  1904,  and  was  dismissed  by  the  Presbytery, 
May  19th,  having  been  called  to  his  present  charge,  and 
finished  his  ministry  here  the  last  Sabbath  in  June.  The 
church  thus  vacant  continued  to  maintain  its  Sunday-school 
through  the  faithfulness  of  Elder  Mohler.  Occasionally 
there  was  preaching  by  Rev.  Dr.  Barr,  Rev.  L.  O.  Spencer, 
Rev.  John  K.  Hitner,  Rev.  George  T.  Lyle,  and  others. 

The  first  Sunday  in  March,  1905,  Rev.  Dr.  Barr  preached, 
and  held  a meeting  of  the  congregation,  when  a unanimous 
call  was  extended  Rev.  Chas.  Wm.  Sommerville,  pastor  of 
the  Church  of  the  Covenant,  Baltimore,  who  had  preached 
at  St.  Albans,  at  the  prayer-meeting,  Feb.  15th. 

Mr.  Sommerville,  eldest  son  of  Wm.  Sommerville,  M.  D., 
and  Maria  Louisa  Aby,  was  born,  May  22,  1867,  at  White 
Post,  Clarke  county,  Va.  His  father  was  a ruling  elder  in 
the  church  served  by  Rev.  Charles  White.  Educated  by 
private  teachers  at  home  and  by  his  sisters  in  the  home 
of  Dr.  Wm.  B.  Braxton,  Old  Church,  Hanover  county,  and 
of  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Brown,  Windy  Cove,  Bath  county,  at 
Front  Royal,  and  at  Tinkling  Spring  Academy,  Augusta 
county,  Mr.  Sommerville  taught  a public  school  at  Venus, 
Warren  county,  and  engaged  in  business  at  Middle- 
town  until  he  entered  Hampden-Sidney  College,  in  1887, 
graduating  with  second  honor,  1890,  and  was  taken  under 
care  of  Winchester  Presbytery  at  Charles  Town,  W. 
Va.,  May  21,  1891.  He  entered  Union  Theologi- 

cal Seminary,  Sept.,  1890,  and  at  the  same  time  served  as  a 
private  tutor  and  as  librarian  and  book  agent  for  the  college. 
He  was  assistant  professor  of  Latin  and  German  in  Hamp- 
den-Sidney College,  1891-1896.  On  August  4,  1892,  he  was 
married  to  Mrs.  Catherine  Nelson  Dabney,  nee  Gregory,  of 
Hanover  county.  Graduated  at  the  Seminary  May,  1895,  he 
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was  licensed  at  Winchester  July  31,  1895.  In  June,  1896  he 
was  graduated  Master  of  Arts  at  the  College,  and  in  Octo- 
ber, 1896,  entered  the  Johns  Hopkins  University,  where  he 
was  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  June, 
1899,  and  next  year  became  Fellow  by  Courtesy  and  read  a 
series  of  lectures  on  a foundation  provided  by  the  Colonial 
Dames.  He  was  further  engaged  as  private  tutor  and  as 
lecturer  at  the  Country  School  for  Boys  and  at  St.  Tim- 
othy’s School  for  Girls.  Called  to  the  Church  of  the  Cov- 
enant, Oct.  18,  1900,  he  was  received  by  Baltimore  Presby- 
tery in  December,  and  ordained  and  installed  Fri- 
day, April  26,  1901.  The  summer  of  19^2  he  spent  in  Ger- 
many and  Switzerland. 

Mr.  Sommerville  preached  in  Baltimore,  April  30,  and 
arrived  in  St.  Albans  May  6th,  and  began  his  ministry  next 
day,  the  first  Sabbath  in  May,  1905.  Kanawha  Presbytery 
installed  him,  Thursday,  May  nth;  Rev.  H.  J.  Williams, 
presiding  and  charging  the  pastor;  Rev.  Dr.  Newton  Don- 
aldson preaching  the  sermon  (1  John  iv.  19)  and  charging 
the  people,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Barr  offering  the  installation 
prayer. 

Elder  Mohler  was  elected  clerk  of  session  May  23,  1905, 
and  Mrs.  Nathan  E.  Grogan  and  Miss  Edith  May  Mohler 
were  made  organist  and  assistant  organist.  A conference  of 
session  and  deacons  was  held  May  28th,  and  Mr.  Christoph 
August  Specht  was  elected  treasurer.  At  a congregational 
meeting,  June  4th,  Messrs.  Watt  Smith  Oxley  and  Chris- 
toph August  Specht  were  elected  deacons.  The  next  Sab- 
bath day  they  were  duly  ordained  and  installed.  The  dea- 
cons have  entered  upon  their  duties  with  vigor,  and  have 
organized  themselves  into  a board  with  regular  monthly 
meetings  on  the  first  Wednesdays.  The  session  likewise 
has  determined  to  meet  regularly  on  Wednesdays  before 
the  first  Sundays,  and  to  hold  a quarterly  conference  with 
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the  board  of  deacons  on  the  first  Wednesdays  of  January, 
April,,  July  and  October.  The  first  Wednesday  in  April  is 
the  day  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  session,  the  board 
of  deacons  and  the  congregation  for  hearing  the  annual 
reports  to  the  Presbytery  of  Kanawha. 

The  deacons  have  adopted  again  the  envelope  system  of 
collections  and  are  enjoying  the  good  results  thereof.  The 
session  has  provided  a regular  Church  register  for  the 
accurate  record  of  all  parish  items.  The  roll  of  the  Church 
has  been  revised,  and  contained  in  June,  76  members,  of 
whom  65  are  in  actual  residence.  Session  has  adopted  an 
order  of  business  for  its  own  meetings,  and  a schedule  of 
benevolent  collections  for  the  Church. 

In  July  Session  received  from  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  the  Covenant,  Baltimore,  29  copies  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hymnal.  The  way  has  since  become  clear  for  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Assembly’s  new  Psalms  and  Hymns , and  the 
deacons  have  ordered  a supply  of  this  very  superior  hymn- 
book  for  the  Church,  adding  a special  copy  for  the  pulpit. 
A new  interest  is  manifest  in  the  music. 

On  August  6,  Deacon  Frank  H.  Sattes  and  Dr.  Charles  A. 
Zerkle  were  elected  ruling  elders,  and  Dr.  John  H.  Suther- 
land was  elected  a deacon,  and  their  ordination  and  in- 
stallation set  for  the  first  Sunday  in  September.  During 
the  summer  the  pastor  made  several  missionary  tours  and 
preached  on  Briar  Creek,  Brown’s  Creek,  Warth’s  School 
House,  Logan  Court  House,  Holden,  Hamlin,  Buffalo  and 
Frazer’s  Bottom. 

Having  discovered  from  a reading  of  Session’s  minutes 
since  1868  that  Elder  Mohler  had  in  20  years  missed  but 
two  meetings  of  Session,  and  that  the  twentieth  anniver- 
sary of  his  election  and  the  thirty-seventh  anniversary  of 
the  organization  of  the  Church  both  fell  on  the  third  Sun- 
day of  August,  1905,  it  was  determined  to  observe  that  day 
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with  a special  service.  Accordingly  the  other  Churches 
and  their  pastors  were  invited  to  worship  with  the  Presby- 
terians, who  desired  to  recognize  the  kindness  extended 
this  congregation  years  ago  when  they  were  homeless,  and 
were  given  the  use  of  three  of  the  other  Churches. 

The  occasion  was  marked  by  an  overflowing  congre- 
gation, good  fellowship,  excellent  music,  a gospel  sermon, 
and  a helpful  service,  long  to  be  remembered.

Allow  me  to  congratulate  you  upon  having  among  those

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FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Of  C.  W.  Sommerville,  Pastor,  to  the  Session  of  St.  Albans 
Church. 


I. 

Brethren  : Following  a plan  that  has  proven  to  be 
beneficial  in  my  former  charge,  you  are  herewith  presented 
a review  of  the  life  of  our  church  for  the  year  ending  March 
31,  1906  : 

II.  Session. 

By  your  invitation  I visited  you  in  February,  1905,  re- 
maining a portion  of  the  14th,  15th,  16th  and  17th,  and 
preaching  on  the  15th  from  I John  5:10.  On  the  first  Sun- 
day in  March  the  Rev.  Dr.  Barr  moderated  a meeting  at 
which  you  extended  me  a unanimous  call  to  undertake 
among  you  the  duties  of  an  under  shepherd.  May  the 
unanimity  of  that  action  presage  all  our  relations  to  each 
other. 

The  removal  from  Baltimore,  attended  with  feelings  of 
true  sorrow,  for  my  former  people  had  endeared  themselves 
to  me  by  their  zealous  cordiality,  was  nevertheless  lightened 
and  relieved  by  the  generosity  of  one  of  your  number. 
Arriving  among  you  May  6,  we  found  a home  at  Mr. 
Mohler’s  for  a fortnight,  while  we  unpacked  our  household 
stuff,  which  he  had  removed  from  the  car.  Not  only  had 
he  paid  for  the  freight,  the  hauling  and  unpacking,  but  he 
had  introduced  water  into  the  house,  supplying  the  new 
range  the  ladies  had  provided.  Mr.  Mohler  had  further 
placed  in  the  dining  room  a buffet,  and  laid  in  the  parlor  a 
handsome  Axminster  carpet,  one  of  the  last  generosities  of 
her  who  now  is  fallen  asleep. 
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At  an  adjourned  meeting  of  Kanawha  Presbytery,  held  in 
this  church,  May  n,  the  new  pastor  was  installed,  and  the 
period  of  vacancy  which  had  continued  about  ten  months 
was  terminated. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  during  the  vacancy  the 
Sunday  School  was  regularly  maintained  by  one  of  your 
number.  The  pulpit,  however,  is  still  unoccupied  on  the 
fourth  Sundays. 

Session  held  nineteen  meetings  ; twice  convened  the  con- 
gregation for  the  election  of  officers,  have  installed  two 
elders  and  three  deacons,  and  have  received  into  the  church 
ten  members.  Two  have  been  removed  by  death.  The  net 
membership  is  now  seventy-six. 

The  pastor  has  preached  elsewhere,  baptized  I adult  and 
2 infants,  attended  4 funerals, -preached  here  154  sermons, 
distributed  200  tracts,  and  made  819  visits. 

III. 

The  Board  of  Deacons  having  now  five  members,  have 
done  excellent  service  and  deserve  the  approval  and  confi- 
dence of  the  congregation.  This  report  shows  that  they 
began  the  year  with  three  members.  Three  new  members 
have  been  elected  and  one  has  been  transferred  to  the 
session. 

The  deacons  have  organized  themselves  under  a constitu- 
tion, and  the  business  of  the  church  has  been  conducted  in 
an  orderly  and  systematic  manner. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  their  treasurer  has  been  present  at 
every  meeting  since  his  installation.  The  deacons  and 
elders  have  met  in  joint  session  each  quarter.  The  church 
has  been  supplied  with  new  Psalms  and  Hymns , and  with 
pew  racks  for  them  (the  gift  of  Mr.  Specht),  and  the  build- 
ing has  been  lighted  and  heated  with  gas.  Minor  improve- 
ments include  hitching  posts,  church  sign,  thermometers, 
Bible  rest  and  scarf,  and  a clock. 
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IV.  Organizations. 


There  are  four  organizations  reporting  to  the  Session,  the 
Sunday  School,  Ladies’  Aid  Society,  Missionary  Society 
and  a Young  Ladies’  Club.  The  latter  two  were  only 
organized  in  the  past  month  or  so. 

The  activities  of  these  societies  are  indicated  below  by 
the  tabulated  results. 

The  Sunday  School  has  been  regularly  held.  Children’s 
Day  and  Sabbath  School  Day  were  observed,  and  for  the 
social  good  of  the  school  a picnic  and  a Christmas  festival 
were  given  them.  Many  of  the  teachers  and  officers  have 
been  regular  and  faithful.  Most  gratifying  is  the  norma} 
class  led  by  Edward  Zirkle,  an  apt  teacher. 

The  Ladies’  Aid  Society  has  put  a new  gas  range  in  the 
manse,  gas  heaters  in  the  church,  provided  pulpit  scarf  and 
cover,  given  a donation  party  at  the  manse,  made  fifteen 
visits  to  the  sick,  and  collected  in  all  $74.92.

Prfebyterian  is  from  “presbyter/’  the  Greek 
Word  for  “elder.”  Senior,  Senator  are  corre- 
sponding Latin  terms.  The  Presbyterian  church 
is  governed,  not  by  one  man,  nor  by  the  crowd; 
but  by  representatives  chosen  by  the  people. 
Tire  Bible  shows  that  the  government  of  the 
church  is  properly  committed  to  the  session  of 
elders,  a senate  of  presbyters.  These  ruling 
elders,  presbyters,  or  senators,  are  elected  bv 
the  free  choice  of  the  church  members,  and 
are  ordained  to  exercise  authority  not  singly, 
but  only  when  sitting  together  in  a presbytery, 
or,  as  it  is  called,  a session. 

How  to  Join  the  Church. 

You  may  join  the  church  at  any  time.  Give 
• your  heart  to  God  first,  repent  of  sin,  believe 
in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  then  notify  the  pastor, 
who  is  the  teaching  elder,  or  one  of  the  ruling 
elders,  of  your  desire  to  profess  your  faith,  and 
to  unite  with  God’s  people.  The  session  will 
convene  for  you  to  confer  with  them. 


“ Behold , I stand  at  the  door  and  knock:  if  any  man 
hear  my  voice  and  open  the  door , I will  come  in  to  him , 
and  will  sup  with  him , and  he  with  me . ”
